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CafeteriaStaffClears 
Tables; Problem Ends 


Y Sacramento State College's 
confused and centroversial dish 
problem was back to normal! this 
week —the cafeteria staff is clear- 
ing the tables. 

The Hornet foundation decided 
Friday to return the dish-busing 
situation to its status before it 
experimented with leaving un- 
bused dishes on the tables. That 
means that students will be re- 
quested to. return their own 
dishes, but if they don’t, the cafe- 
teria staff will do tt for them. 

The foundation officially de- 
scribed the move, “Mrs. Ursula 
Stanton is authorized to hire the 
necessary personnel to keep the 
cafeteria dining rooms neat and 
orderly and the tables cleared as 
much as possible at all times. It 
is understood and agreed that 
cafeteria prices will be revised 
periodically and adjusted to meet 
any increased costs of operation.” 

By its action, the foundation 
turned down flatly a Student 
Council recommendation that 10 
cent drinks be raised to 15 cents 
“until students begin busing their 
own dishes.” Although it did not 
rule out a price increase, the 
foundation did not vote an im- 
mediate hike. It decided that any 
increase would be an across-the- 
board raise, and would not place 





all of the burden oh one class of 
cafeteria customers. 

Bruce Becker, a student mem- 
ber of the Hornet foundation, 
called the Council’s recOmmenda- 


tion “dangerous.” He said. while 
a student wouldn't object to a 
five cent raise on a meal, he 


would not accept the same nickie 
hike on a 10 cent drink 

Dr. F. Biair Mayne, executive 
dean, agreed with Becker. “I am 
against raising prices as a puna- 
tive measure,” he said. 

Dr. Willard Thompson, associ- 
ate professor of business adminis- 
tration added, “It doesn't cost 
five cents to bus a cup.” 

Corkey Ferguson, Associated 
Students secretary-treasurer, 
asked the cafeteria manager Why 
the regular help couldn't bus the 
dushes during the slack hour. 

Mrs. Stanton answered that 
“We have to give people a chance 
to catch their breath.” She has- 
tened to add the staff members 
were not “loafers.” 

Early in the meeting, Mayne 
described the financial woes of 
the foundation. He said prices 
were up 28 per cent from 1953 
and that salaries were higher as 
well., 

“Price increases are necessary 
from time to time to pay the 
added costs,” he said.

Board Of Justice 
Trims Deadwood 
From SSC Clubs 


The resignation-riddled Board 
of Justice met last week to trim 
the extra-curricular deadwood 
from the 47 clubs on campus. 

Twenty six clubs were called 
to answer by the board for vari- 
ous transgressions of the Asso- 
ciated Students constitution. 

At the conclusion of the hear- 
ings, nine clubs were out of busi- 
ness. Of this number, five were 
placed on the inactive list and 
four were dissolved. 

Those declared inactive “were: 
Hiornet Christian fellows hp, 
American Chemical society, Engi- 
neers club, Hornet Pistol club 
and the Photo club. 

Those dissolved were: Hornet 
Swingsters (merged with CAP- 
HERS), Math club, Lutheran 
Studentsand Soc n’ Buskin. 

Fd Friedberg, attorney gen- 
eral for the ASSSC, presented 
the cases before Den Baxter, 
chief justice and Gary David, as- 
sociaie justice, Neal Amick and 
shirley Cuneo, former members 
of the board, resigned last week. 
Roger Whitney was prevented 
from hearing the cases, due to 
a writ of prohibition granted 
Friedberg who contended that 
since Whitney was an elected 
officer of an on-campus group 
(president, Xi Theta Chi social 
fraternity) he was violating the 
constitution. 

Those clubs which were or- 
dered to appear but made up 
their constitutional deficiencies 
and had charges dismissed were: 
Baptist Student Union, Bus. Ad., 
Christian Science organization, 
Cosmopolitan, Circle K, Masonic, 
Pi Kappa Delta, Press, Wesley, 
Plymouth, Alpha Pi Delta, Alpha 
Phi Omega, CAPHERS, Kappa 
Sigma Phi, Phi Kappa Delta, 
and Westminster. 

Most of the violations were 
failures to turn in forms of vari- 
ous types of failure to attend 
ICC meetings. 





Council Holds Closed Session 


Student Council Monday trans- 
acted only routine business in its 
20 minute session which was open 
to the public. After the business 
was considered, the session was 
closed to consider candidates for 
student government and achieve- 
ment awards. 

Tom Willoughby, Associated 
Students president, reported that 
the Hornet foundation had auth- 
orized the cafeteria manager to 
hire additional help to keep the 


cafeteria in a neat and sanitary 
condition. 

If the additional thhelp’s pay in- 
creases operating cost too much, 
then prices of cafeteria food and 
drinks will be hiked. 

Floyd Fennochio, chairman of 
the polio shot committee, re- 
ported that signups for the sec- 
ond shot of the series were under- 
way. Out of the 1,026 signed up 
for the first shot, 950 reported, 
Fennochio said. 


Council authorized John Krier, 
ASSSC manager, to allow $226.64 
in bad debts incurred by the 
Statesman yearbook and the ath- 
letic department. 

Jack Brooks, vice-president, re- 
ported that open house would be 
Sunday and signs had been 
placed about the campus and 
on the Jay street entrance. 

Brooks expects between five 
and ten thousand people at the 
affair.

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Intellectual Freedom Threatened 


Sacramento State College’s scaled down one act play 
festival is scheduled for this weekend—with two “non-con- 
troversial” plays on the menu. 


A thrid play, No Exit by Jean Paul Sartre was planned 
for the series, but it was cancelled amid protests from local 
blue-noses who thought it was “improper.” 


It appears that No Exit discusses some new social ideas 
that are somewhat controversial. It also makes reference 
to sex—a very old idea, indeed. 


Dr. Carl A. Thomas, faculty advisor of the play series, 
was forced to drop the play after receiving 15 to 20 protests 
from little old ladies (of all ages and both sexes). 


“We received more protests on this play than any 
other we have ever tried,” Thomas told The Hornet. 


In order to give an idea to the tenor of these protests, 
here's an excerpt from one of them: 


“Our children are exposed to enough immoral material 
in a lifetime and should be shielded while they are still in 
the advanced stage of academic education.” 


The guardian of the public morals who wrote that bit 
is the mother of a junior coed at Sacramento State College. 


The issue here is not the cancellation of one play. There 
will be other plays by other writers. Probably they will be 
better. The issue here is simply one of intellectual freedom. 


The question is: “Wil! Sacramento State College drama 
directors be aliowed to pick plays on their merits—or will 
they have to bow to the will of the self appointed censors ?” 


More basically even than that, the question is: “Will 


students be allowed to continue studying controversial and 
stimulating subjects—or will their education be stifled by 
well-meaning do-gooders?” 


If such censorship is permitted, colleges might just 
as well close up their doors and go out of business. 


Club Rule Change Needed 


Sacramento State College is now without nine campus 
clubs. The board of justice put the organizations out of 
business last week for various violations of Associated Stu- 
dent rulings. 


_ The clubs had a fair hearing and they were fairly con- 
victed. Under ASSSC orders as they are now written, the 
action of the board was undoubtedly just—but the orders 
are all wrong. 7 


One rule in particular is virtually unjustifiable. That is 
the regulation that requires clubs to send a representative 
to the meetings of the Inter Club council. 


ICC is an ineffective, powerless, often ridiculous body. 
To require busy and active students to waste their time 
attending its meetings is foolish and unnecessary. Clubs 
should not be barred from the use of campus facilities for 
failure to attend the pointless gatherings, 


The remedy for ihe problem is a simple one, At its next 
meetings, Student. Council should eliminate the provision 
ny ICC attendence, It would be as simple as 

at. 


Of course, some will argue that if clubs are not forced 
to attend ICC meetings, nobody would go to the gatherings. 
There would be two remedies for this situation. One would 
be to give ICC enough power snd influence so that clubs 
would voluntarily send delexates. The other would be te 
admit that ICC will not work and disband. 


Student Council should act now to make sure that such 
a wholesale destructicn of club activities never happens 
again. SSC’s club policies must be brought up to date.

Don't storm the bastions of stu- 
dent government — at least not 
yet. The day of 15 cent coffee is 
not rounding the next corner, nor 
is it so much as in the forseeable 
future. In an hour and a half 
meeting last Friday the Hornet 
foundation board took no action 
which would result in an imme- 
diate rise of beverage prices in 
the cafeteria. (Notice we speci- 
fied immediate price rises). 

In order that we may under- 
stand better what did happen, 
let's start at the beginning and 
take a quick overview of the en- 
tire situation. 

Two weeks ago an officer of 
the Hornet foundation appeared 
before Student Council to report 
that Council's recommended pol- 
icy designed to insure adequate 
busing of dishes simply was not 
working. Allowing dirty dishes to 
pile on the tables seemed to have 
shamed very few into busing 
them; it did, however, elicit a 
prompt complaint from _ the 
Health department. Thus Council 
was, in effect, asked to recom- 
mend another solution which 
might solve the problem. 

Council recommended that if 
busing continued to be unsatis- 
factory that beverage prices be 
raised to 15 cents until satisfac- 
tory busing was attained. No one 
knows whether this motion was 
proposed nobly to emphasize the 
improtance  f busin or as a prim- 
itive measure against non-busers.

No doubt a mixture of both ele- 
ments was involved. 

The action was the spark that 
kindled the fire. The thought of 
15 cent ceffee aroused the cru- 
sading spirit latent in most of us 
and sent it to do indignant battle 
with such henious philosophy. 

By the time the Hornet foun- 
dation board met the emotional- 
ism involved in the raliying 
phase of “15 cent coffee” and 
the issue of busing dishes had 
completely obscured the entire 
situation. Accordingly the board 
made a very wise decision--viz. 
to remove the entire issue from 
any context of emotionalism and 
to treat only the business as- 
pect's involved. Neither busing 
the dishes, nor 15 cent coffee 
was specifically involved: the 
only problem was one of trying 
to decrease some operating costs. 

What was the business-like 
solution provided by the Hornet 
foundation board? They simply 
authorized the cafeteria manage- 
ment to employ such additional 
help as ix necessary in order to 
keep the dining area neat and 
orderly and the tables cleared. It 
is understood, however, that costs 
will be periodically reviewed and 
that necessary adiustments in 
overall price structure wil! be 
made to meet increased costs. 
Obviously one factor in overall 
costs is the amount of money 
spent on busline dishes. 

We have no control over most 
of the cafeteria’s operating costs. 
We cannot set the levels of wages 
or prices.

Condemns Play Cancellation 

This letter is a protest against 
a protest. There seems to be some 
question as to how much a few 
people in the city of Sacramento 
should have to say about the 
intellectual freedom on this cam- 
pus. The protest against which 
we are protesting is that against 
the showing of ‘No Exit,” a play 
written by Jean-Paul Sartre, the 
French Existentialist. The play 
was scheduled for today and to- 
morrow as part of the one-act 
series but, due to protests from 
a few people in Sacramento, it 
was cancelled 

What was it that the people 
who were making these com- 
plaints didn't like about the play? 
Were the complaints directed 
primarily against Existentialism ? 
This philosophy is professed by 
philosophers in Protestantism, 
Roman Catholicism, Judism, and 
athe’ sm. 

We almost refrain from asking 
whether the complaints were 
made because people might think 
the play could be Communistic, 
but if one is downwind, there is 
a slight odor of this. Although 
at one time in his life Sartre 
had Communjgt affiliations, he is 
not a Communist, and this play 
is not a Communistic production. 

The complaints could have 
been directed against the part 
that sex has to play in this pro- 
duction. In any case the protest 
is inherently a protest against 
intellectual freedom 

If these people, who are afraid 
of a new idea (Existentialism), 
or of an old taboo's being dragged 
into the light (sex), or who are 
bogged down by the fear of Com- 
munism, are allowed to have their 
way now, where will! they stop? 
Who cares whether the play is 
on or not? We can give up a 
little bit of our freedom just this 
once. 

So the next time such a dis- 
cussion comes up we can give up 
a little more of our freedom, and 
the time after that... . and 
then that time ....and...! 
Why not? How often do you find 
freedom being lost in big chunks ? 
Weil, not very often; it's always 
a gradual, time consuming pro- 
cess. 

There is no organized group 
making the protest against the 
play, but apparently the protest 
is strong enough to pigeonhole 
the play without being organized. 
The purpose of this letter is to 
fight fire with fire. If the voice 
of the student population says, 
“Put on Sartre's play,” then the 
play will be put on. Come on... 
let's hear it!

Du , the sununer of 1947, a 
bill was passed by the California 
lrg ure establishing a four 
year ege in Sacramento, Th 
in ’ soon to come under 
th ontrol of th state depart- 
ment of education, became known 
as Sa aumento State College 


Dr. Guy A. West, former head 
of the department of education 
and psychology at Chico College, 
Was appointed president. 

Unlike many other colleges, 
which start as small institutions 
and undergo a gradual but steady 
growth, SSC is experiencing a 
phenomenal one. The college en- 
roliment doubled each year for 
the first several years. 

Today it has reached an all 
time high of 5014 students. By

Colorful History 


Sacramento State College has 
only occupied its present site 
since the spring of 1953, how- 
ever, the history of the area 
stretches back to the gold rush 
of 1849 sna a colorful history 
it was, too 

The site was first known as 
Brignton, It sported that name 
from 1348 to 1850 when the name 
was changed by Samuel Norris to 
Norristown. 
irea had developed 
into a river port which, at the 
time, was several miles from Sac- 
ramento. It was then given the 
appropriate name, Hoboken 

During the gold rush, the vil- 
lage was a lively place. It sup- 
ported a hotel, two stores and 
several homes. The boat land- 
ing was used in shipping supplies 
to the mining areas in the foot- 
hilbs. 

The population of Hoboken 
jumped in 1853 when many of 
the people of Sacramento fled 
an especially severe flood in the 
Sacramento river community. 

After the gold rush, Hoboken’s 
population dwindled. The area 
became a farming section and 
more than 100 years later, be- 
came a college.
